On September 12, 2008, on behalf Applicants' representative, Mr. Michael Bell, 
Ms. Cuneo contacted the Examiner to update the Examiner of the status of the 
Supplemental Response to the Office Action of March 28, 2008. This supplemental 
response was discussed during the interview of July 22, 2008. During that conversation, 
Ms. Cxmeo informed the Examiner that the Supplemental Response was being filed on 
that day and thanked the Examiner for his patience in waiting for the Response.
